Svekla convicted in 
Innes slaying, not 
guilty in Quinney case

Thomas Svekla has been found 
guilty of second-degree murder and 
committing indignity to the body of 
Theresa Innes, one of two prosti¬ 
tutes he was accused of killing. 

However, Court of Queen's Bench 
Judge Sterling Sanderman decided 
yesterday that there was not 
enough evidence to tie Svekla to the 
murder of Rachel Quinney, other 
than the fact that he found her mu¬ 
tilated body. 

Cries of shock and disappoint¬ 
ment from Quinney's family were 
heard in the packed courtroom after 
the verdict was read, while Svekla 
looked down with his arms crossed. 

When Sanderman concluded that 
Svekla did, in fact, murder Innes, 
the accused killer wore a look of 
puzzled disbelief. 

Though all evidence presented by 
the Crown prosecutors was circum¬ 
stantial, and there was no forensic 
evidence, Sanderman ruled that 
Svekla's behaviour, coupled with a 
web of provable lies, made his story 
about how he came in possession of 


Innes' body "fanciful and ridicu¬ 
lous." 

"His story is preposterous and in¬ 
capable of belief, and was concocted 
by Mr. Svekla to get himself out of a 
tight jam," Sanderman said. 

The elaborate "cocoon" wrapping 


of Innes' naked body, which was 
wrapped in Svekla's shower curtain 
and bound with mechanic's wire, 
was a key piece of evidence in the 
case. The body was found by 
Svekla's sister, Donna Parkinson. 

"Donna Parkinson may be a hero 


in this case," said Crown prosecutor 
Ashley Finlayson. "It was she who 
made the phone call that set the 
wheels in motion in the arrest." 

Svekla will be sentenced next 
week.

Mansion idea 
coming back?

The Tory government has revived 
a plan to build a swank $ 10-million 
home for Alberta's lieutenant-gov¬ 
ernor after scrapping the contro¬ 
versial idea last fall, says the New 
Democrats.

Norman Kwong a brand new 
home in Glenora, but he says it 
could be needed in the future. 

"I firmly believe this is a very 
worthwhile investment," said Stel- 
mach. 

Plans to build the new home 
should be cancelled once and for 
all, especially during Edmonton's 
housing crunch that is causing 
many people to remain homeless, 
says NDP Leader Brian Mason. 

"The government is acting like a 
compulsive shopper with a stolen 
credit card," said Mason in a press 
release. 

Kwong told reporters last year 
that he is happy where he is cur¬ 
rently living in a temporary $2.1 
million home on St. George's Cres¬

Two men were 
victims of foul 
play, police say

Two people found dead in a 
wooded area next to a 
farmer's field last week are 
both male victims of foul 
play, confirmed a medical 
examiner yesterday. 

The cause of their deaths 
has been determined, but in¬ 
vestigators are not releasing 
the information. 

Mounties do say, however, 
that the men are adults, but 
further testing is required to 
figure out how long the bod¬ 
ies were there. 

Police and forensic inves¬ 
tigators are also working on 
trying to identify the victims 


since the partially decom¬ 
posed bodies were left in the 
area in Lamont County for a 
long time, said RCMP 
spokesman Cpl. Wayne 
Oaks. 

Oaks says investigators 
are trying to match the post¬ 
mortem results to finger¬ 
print records, medical 
records, along with old pho¬ 
tos the RCMP may have on 
file. 

"You have to be able to say 
in confidence that yes, this is 
this person," said Oaks. "But 
that exercise can sometimes 
be complicated." 

Police with the Fort 
Saskatchewan RCMP de¬ 
tachment learned about the 
bodies after a farmer noticed 
a foul smell coming from the 
wooded area while he was 
seeding last week.

Death of ducks 
raises awareness of 
environmental costs

The ducks of the Syncrude 
tailing pond incident may be 
dead, but they won't be for¬ 
gotten. 

That was the message 
from Stop Tar Sands Opera¬ 


tions Permanently, an affilia¬ 
tion of people concerned with 
what they see as unchecked 
exploitation of the oilsands. 

The group dumped hun¬ 
dreds of plastic ducks in the 
fountain at the Legislature to 
symbolize the ones that died 
in the Syncrude tailings pond 
last month and to help raise 
awareness on a potential en¬ 
vironmental disaster. 

"We hope Albertans are 
paying attention," said Fraser 


Porter, spokesperson for the 
group. 

"We're really just touching 
the tip of the iceberg in terms 
of the health consequences 
Fort McMurray and Alber¬ 
tans will be facing." 

While the group said the 
government should be using 
better ideas on how to clean 
up the excess made by the 
mines, they weren't able to 
comment on what those 
ideas would be.

Opposition says 
it violates charter

A new labour relations bill 
making its way through the 
legislature vio¬ 
lates the Charter 
of Rights and 
Freedoms, ac¬ 
cording to oppo¬ 
sition MLAs. 

Bill 26 was in¬ 
troduced by Em¬ 
ployment 
Minister Hector 
Goudreau on 
Monday and 
while the Tories are touting it 
as a means to level the play¬ 
ing field, opposition MLAs are 
not convinced. 

Hugh Macdonald, Alberta 
Liberals' employment critic, 
suggests the new bill violates 
Canada's Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms. 

"We have the lowest num¬ 


ber of strikes in any province 
in Canada," said MacDonald. 
"I don't understand how this 
will improve the construction 
industry or the economy." 

MacDonald said he ex¬ 
pected the law will be chal¬ 
lenged in the courts. 

"I would sus¬ 
pect (the unions) 
will pool their 
money and take 
this all the way 
to the Supreme 
Court," he said. 

If passed, new 
employees will 
need to work 30 
days before they 
can join a regis¬ 
tered union. The bill will also 
make ambulance drivers an 
essential service—which will 
eliminate their right to strike. 

"The right to strike is a bar¬ 
gaining tool and we'll still ac¬ 
complish our job with or 
without that bargaining tool," 
said Gerry Mies, the local 
CUPE President.

The Tories are defend¬ 
ing the bill, saying it's 
needed to promote fair¬ 
ness in construction. 

"It enhances fairness 
for non-union contrac¬ 
tors,” said Goudreau, 
adding that plans to 
table the legislation go 
back as far as 2001.

McGuinty urges 
Ottawa to join

Amid fears a patchwork of 
climate change strategies 
would do more harm than 
good, Premier Dalton 
McGuinty is urging Ottawa 
to join with Ontario and Que¬ 
bec to tackle global warming. 

In the wake of Monday's 
accord with Quebec Premier 
Jean Charest, McGuinty yes¬ 
terday called for "a more ag¬ 
gressive approach from the 
federal government." 

"The reason that you're 


seeing various provinces and, 
in fact, various American 
states each in their own way 
trying to move forward on 
this is they feel that the lead¬ 
ership that's coming from the 
national level is not strong 
enough," the premier said. 

His comments came after 
he and Charest held a joint 
cabinet meeting in Quebec 
City and inked an accord on 


a "cap-and-trade" plan for 
curbing carbon emissions. 

Under the regional plan 
that could come into effect as 
early as July 1, 2010, compa¬ 
nies producing fewer green¬ 
house gas emissions than 
their caps permit could sell 
their unused quota on the 
open market to big polluters 
that exceed their emissions

Canada was a haven for 
draft dodgers during the Viet¬ 
nam War and has attracted an 
estimated 175 to 200 Ameri¬ 
cans who are resisting the 
Iraq conflict.

Elderly foreign tourists are 
tapping Mexican pet shops 
for a drug used by veterinar¬ 
ians to put cats and dogs to 
sleep that has become the 
sedative of choice for eu¬ 
thanasia campaigners. 

Tourists from as far as 
Australia have travelled to 
Mexico to buy liquid pento¬ 
barbital, which causes a 
painless death in humans in 
less than an hour, right-to- 
die advocates say. 

Clutching photos of the 
bottled drug to overcome a 
lack of Spanish, they have 
maps sketched by euthanasia 
activists to locate back-street 
pet shops and veterinary 
supply stores near the U.S. 
border. There they can buy a 
bottle for $35 to $50, enough 
for one suicide, no questions

Seeking plan 
to prevent the 
spread of hunger 

A UN global food crisis sum¬ 
mit will draw up an emer¬ 
gency plan today to mobilize 
aid, reduce trade barriers and 
invest in farming in poor 
countries to stop the spread of 
hunger threatening nearly one 
billion people. 

"We commit to eliminating 
hunger and to securing food 
for all, today and tomorrow," 
read a draft declaration from 
the three-day Rome summit, 
whose opening session yester¬ 
day was attended by leaders 
of about 44 nations. 

The United Nations' Food 
and Agriculture Organisation 
called the emergency meeting 
amid soaring commodity 
prices that threaten to add as 
many as 100 million more 
people to the 850 million al¬ 
ready going hungry and desta¬ 
bilize governments. 

The cost of major food com¬ 
modities has doubled over the 
last couple of years, with rice, 
corn and wheat at record 


highs. The OECD sees prices 
retreating from their current 
peaks but still up to 50 per 
cent higher in the coming 
decade. 

After lofty speeches from 
leaders yesterday, many of 
whom blamed trade barriers 
and biofuels, championed by 
Brazil and the U.S., for driving 
up prices, delegates will hold 


talks today to prepare a decla¬ 
ration for release tomorrow. 

The draft declaration prom¬ 
ised to "stimulate food pro¬ 
duction and to increase 
investment in agriculture, to 
address obstacles to food ac¬ 
cess and to use the planet's re¬ 
sources sustainably for 
present and future genera¬ 
tions."

The announcement by the 
U.S. envoy to Sudan raised 


pressure on both sides as the 
UN Security Council began 
talks with the rivals to try to 
shore up their 2005 peace 
agreement after the clashes in 
the oil-producing central re¬ 
gion of Abyei last month. 

'As of right now our talks 
are suspended," Richard 
Williamson told reporters. At 
this point the leadership of ei¬ 
ther side is not interested in 
meaningful peace. I won't be 


part of a sham peace that 
won't change the situation." 

Visibly angry, Williamson 
said he was "sad and disap¬ 
pointed" and until north and 
south Sudan wanted peace 
"there's nothing the United 
States or others can do." 

Nafie Ali Nafie, an adviser 
to Sudan's president, de¬ 
scribed the U.S. move as "sud¬ 
den" and "very unfortunate."

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Energy audit saves money 


Home test evaluates 
efficiency of home, 
details improvements

Y our house could be polluting 
the air more than you think, 
and it could be costing you a 
lot of money. 

If you can't figure out why your 
energy bills are through the roof, 
your home could be wasting power 
and emitting more greenhouse 
gases than normal, and it could be 
time for a home energy audit. It's a 
test that evaluates the energy-effi¬ 
ciency of your home and details im¬ 
provements you can make that 
could potentially reduce your 
home's GHG output and save you 
money in the process. 

Jamie Shipley, senior research 
consultant for the 
Canada Mortgage 
and Housing Corpo¬ 
ration (CMHC), says 
owners of houses 40 
years old and up 
should seriously 
consider getting a 
home energy audit, 
which will pinpoint specific areas 
leaking the most power. 

"If you're concerned about low¬ 
ering the operating cost of your 
home or saving energy, the first 
thing you need to know is where 


understanding r-value 

R-value is the measurement of a 
material’s resistance to the trans¬ 
fer of heat through it. Generally, 
the higher the R-value of a home 
building material, the more re¬ 
sistant it is to heat passing 
through it — keeping heat con¬ 
tained in the winter and outside 
in the summer, for example, and 
therefore a more energy efficient 
material to use.

you can focus your budget to the 
areas where you'll get the most 
bang for your buck. An energy audit 
will pinpoint the best areas to at¬ 
tack your house," he said. 

The areas commonly susceptible 
to leakage, Shipley notes, are base¬ 
ments and wall outlets such as 
doors and windows. Sometimes 
these areas can have tiny tears in 
the walls, ceilings and floors that 
are innocent enough, 
but put together 
could make hole as 
big as 1.5 square feet 
in your house that 
spews energy you 
could otherwise use. 
The website for Na¬ 
tional Clean Air Day 
(cleanairday.com) says using caulk¬ 
ing and weather stripping to seal 
these holes can save you up to 20 
per cent on your energy bill.

"Wood has an R-value, though 
not high," says Jamie Shipley, sen¬ 
ior research consultant for the 
Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation.

sidizes 50 per cent of the cost of an 
energy audit, up to a maximum of 
$150 — you don't even have to 
carry out the advised retrofits on 
your house to collect the rebate. 

Homebuyers who are new to the 
market are also becoming more 
concerned with how energy effi¬ 
cient a house is, Shipley notes, 
adding that while curb appeal still 
trumps all, energy bills can make or 
break a deal nowadays. 

"They always ask, or should ask, 
for a copy of the energy bills for that 
house, and that becomes part of the 
equation of whether they feel that 
house is one they want to buy, 
that's really a relationship of how 
energy efficient that home is," Ship- 
ley said.

Pens, Wings ready to go for Game 6 


Triple-OT game 
won’t keep teams 
down for long 

The Detroit Red Wings in¬ 
sisted yesterday they lost little 
sleep after their Stanley Cup 
dreams came up 35 seconds 
short before a gut-wrenching 
triple overtime 4-3 defeat by 
the Pittsburgh Penguins. 

Leading the best-of-seven 
series 3-1 and clinging to a 3-2 
lead with the final minute of 
Game 5 ticking down on Mon¬ 
day, the Stanley Cup had been 
polished and the champagne 
put on ice. 

But just as the capacity 
crowd at the Joe Louis arena 
was getting ready to celebrate, 
the Penguins' Maxime Talbot 
spoiled the party by scoring 
with just 35 seconds remain¬ 
ing in regulation to push the 
game into overtime. 

Petr Sykora then delivered 


the knockout blow deep into 
the third overtime, sending 
the two teams back to Pitts¬ 
burgh for Game 6 tonight 
with the Detroit lead sliced to 
3-2. 

"It's nice to be close to it (the 
Stanley Cup)," Detroit coach 
Mike Babcock told reporters 
yesterday. "Be nicer to have it. 

"You never expect it to be 
easy. You knew it was going to 
be a battle, and it is." 

If there was any disappoint¬ 
ment in coming so close to 
their goal in the Detroit dress¬ 
ing room it was replaced by 
confidence by the time the Red 
Wings arrived in Steeltown. 

The Wings have won all 
three of their previous playoff 
series on the road this season 
and say they would have no 
problem clinching the Stanley 
Cup at the Igloo. 

History also remains firmly 
on Detroit's side. Only once 
has a team erased a 3-1 deficit 


to claim the Cup and that was 
the Toronto Maple Leafs 66 
years ago. 

The battered Penguins have 
given themselves a tough act 
to follow, the triple overtime 
thriller being hailed as one of 
the Stanley Cup final's great¬ 
est games. 

A Game 6 win would al¬ 
most certainly require another 
Herculean effort, with several 
players nursing injuries. 

"It was definitely a tough 
one last night, but we're just 
happy to really still be play¬ 
ing," said Penguins captain 
Sidney Crosby, a native of Cole 
Harbour. "I think any time you 
go through something like 
that, come out with a win, to 
see the way everyone kept 
battling and didn't give up, it 
certainly means a lot to every¬ 
one. 

"We're still here, still bat¬ 
tling, and we still have an op¬ 
portunity." REUTERS

Toyota Camry/Solara, the Al¬ 
tima Coupe is a mechanically 
identical twin of its sedan 
sibling, meaning a front- 
wheel-drive, four- or six- 
cylinder machine with mild 
sporting pretensions. 

Our tester came equipped 
with the well-proven 2.5- 
litre four-cylinder engine 
mated to Nissan's increas¬ 
ingly prevalent Continu¬ 
ously Variable Transmission 
(CVT) ... the latter operated 
like an automatic but with 
an infinite choice of gear ra¬ 
tios to get the most of out of 
powertrain for any given set 
of driving conditions. 

The 175 horsepower this 
engine produces is class 
competitive and its torque 
output is suitably robust, 
though it does get tamed a 
tad by the transmission's 


tuning. 

Thankfully the rest of the 
Altima Coupe's attributes are 
more evident. Light steering 
does a decent job of commu¬ 
nicating just what's going on 
with the front wheels. The 
brakes feel strong and pedal 
pressure is easily modulated. 
The 16-inch all-season tires 
do their job with quiet effi¬ 
ciency, though a softer com¬ 
pound with more grip might 


help minimize wheelspin on 
wet roads. 

The suspension set-up is 
comfortable and stable in 
town or on the highway, 
doing away with bigger 
bumps and smaller imperfec¬ 
tions with equal poise and 
composure. Throw in a set of 
challenging curves, though, 
and this curvy coupe also 
shows it can do a decent 
dance too. 


But the Altima's best claim 
to fame might rest in its fuel 
economy numbers. The 2.5 S 
model with manual trans¬ 
mission gets 8.91/100 km (32 
mpg) in the city and 6.51/100 
km (45 mpg) on the highway. 
The CVT delivers identical 
city numbers, but slightly 
lower — 6.3 L/100 km (45 
mpg) — out on the open road. 

Inside, this coupe doesn't 
stray too far from its roots, 
sharing the entire dash and 
centre console with the Al¬ 
tima sedan. The gauges are 
bright and legible while 
major controls fall readily to 
hand and all secondary 
switches feel logically placed 
and easy to operate. 

Pricing for the Altima 2.5 S 
starts at $27,798 while our 
nearly loaded tester tipped 
the scales at $31,498.

Zohan takes Israel to the movies

A look at some of 
the films dealing 
with the country

Given that an Adam Sandler 
film has roughly the same re¬ 
lationship to reality that a 
dirty limerick has to a Shake¬ 
speare sonnet, the temptation 
to take a semi-serious look at 
a film like You Don't Mess 
With The Zohan, his latest, is 
hardly obligatory. It's the 
story of a superhuman 
Mossad agent who, tired of 
the apparently endless con¬ 
flict between Israel and its 
neighbours, fakes his death 
and moves to New York to 
pursue his dream of styling 
hair at Paul Mitchell's salon. 

It also features almost 


non-stop dick jokes, and pos¬ 
sibly the worst Israeli accent 
ever committed to film, but 
considering how few Holly¬ 
wood films deal with Israel 
or Israelis except in the most 
cursory fashion, a little 
glance at Zohan's motley cin¬ 
ematic predecessors is proba¬ 
bly more worthwhile than 
pondering the running MILF 
and GMILF gags. 

Not counting decades of 
biblical epics, the keystone of 
Hollywood's Israel movies is 
probably Exodus, Otto Pre¬ 
minger's 1960 epic adaptation 
of Leon Uris' bestselling novel, 
and a relic of a time when Is¬ 
rael was still riding on a wave 
of grudging international 
goodwill. That film, along 
with Cast A Giant Shadow 
(1966) and Black Sunday 
(1976), helped foster the image 
of the Israeli soldier, com¬ 


mando and secret agent as 
fantastically resourceful and 
courageous — an image 
pushed over into parody by 
Sandler's Zohan. The image of 
Sandler taking a terrorist's 
gun apart before he fires a 
shot is really only a mild 
comedic exaggeration of 
Robert Shaw as a Mossad 
agent in Black Sunday, hang¬ 


ing off the Goodyear blimp 
while trying to prevent Black 
September terrorists from 
detonating a bomb over the 
Super Bowl. 

Israel's retaliation for the 
murder of Israeli athletes by 
PLO terrorists at the 1972 
Munich Olympics helped 
bring the Mossad out of the 
shadows, and Israel's reputa¬ 


tion for audacity was further 
buffed up by Raid On En¬ 
tebbe, a 1977 TV movie fea¬ 
turing a young James Woods 
in a proto-Zohan role, playing 
a sniper on the commando 
team that freed 100 Israeli 
hostages in a daring real-life 
nighttime raid. Since then, 
however, Israel's public image 
has suffered a relentless har¬ 
rowing, and on the movie 
screen Mossad agents have 
regularly been glimpsed in 
passing, usually retired and 
working as mercenaries in the 
thuggish supporting cast of 
action films, or suffering from 
guilt and doubt, like Eric Bana 
in Steven Spielberg's Munich. 

Israeli society gets por¬ 
trayed with a lighter touch— 
in Zohan, Tel Aviv comes off 
like a cross between an Ibiza 
rave and Pride weekend in 
Miami. There's plentiful basis 


for this in fact, but its movie 
genesis can be glimpsed in the 
throngs of attractive young 
Israeli soldiers with their chic 
khaki uniforms and Sten 
guns in films like Exodus and 
Cast A Giant Shadow. The no¬ 
tion of sexy Israel probably 
begins with Senta Berger 
meeting Kirk Douglas in Cast 
A Giant Shadow, telling Dou¬ 
glas about her husband in the 
Palmach, while admitting 
drily that the sex isn't so 
good, and encouraging Dou¬ 
glas to try his chances. 

Forty years later this has 
metastasized into Zohan non¬ 
chalantly sexing up a cohort 
of elderly hair salon clients, 
which may, depending on 
how the film is received 
when it opens this Friday, be 
added to the long list of ad¬ 
versity that Israel has en¬ 
dured since its founding. 


Cyndi Lauper brings her music to the brink

There was a time when Cyndi 
Lauper just wanted to have 
fun. Now, she just wants to do 
something different. 

"I always want to make 
modern music," says the 
Grammy Award-winning pop 
icon, now 54. On her new 
album, Bring Ya To The Brink, 
she hopes to maintain moder¬ 
nity by focusing on people. 
"What I really tried to do was 
capture real live people—the 
way they speak right now, in 
terms of what's going on right 
this second, like a little snap¬ 
shot," she says. 


To take that picture, Lauper 
drew on the energy she re¬ 
members feeling while going 
out dancing with friends dur¬ 
ing her 2006 Broadway role in 
The Threepenny Opera. "I'm 
not able to do that so much 
anymore and I missed them. I 
was thinkiri, someday I have 
to make music for them. I'll be 
dancin' with them, but maybe 
not physically there, ya 
know?" she says in a heavy 
New York brogue. 

Part of that energy involves 
international influences. Lau¬ 
per says, "You want to include 
the world. I want to make in¬ 
clusive music." Although 
Bring Ya To The Brink is her 


eighth studio album, it is the 
first on which she travelled to 
write, focusing heavily on Eu¬ 
ropean collaboration. 

"People over there in Eu¬ 
rope — especially the English 
— they not only drive on the 
other side of the road but 
they sing on the other side of 
the beat," adding, "Of course I 
didn't drive, I left that to 
other people." 

Lauper also admits a dis¬ 
tinctly Canadian impact on 
this album and on her work 
in general. "Canadians are 
the nice Americans. We love 
Canadians. I loved growing 
up with Joni Mitchell, Neil 
Young — those are great 


artists!" On Bring Ya To The 
Brink, Lauper collaborated 
with Martina Sorbara and 
Dan Kurtz of Toronto four¬ 
some, Dragonette. 

"I went to London thinkin' 
they were English and I was 


like, eh! You're Canadian, 
eh?" she exclaims. The couple 
co-wrote and produced the 
track Grab A Hold, a mid- 
tempo, synth-heavy club 
song with Lauper's signature 
vocal line.

fans of the BBC original 
was wary verging on hos¬ 
tile. 

After rumours began fly¬ 
ing a month ago, it looks 
fairly certain now that Kel¬ 
ley is out — “He almost cer¬ 
tainly won’t have anything 
to do with the show from 
now on,” wrote the Times, 
adding that “well-informed 
people profess not to know 
whether he’ll receive his 
customary executive pro¬ 
ducer credit or even 


whether his name will be 
on the pilot.” 

Kelley, it has to be re¬ 
membered, was the man 
who bought U.S. rights to 
the show, brought it to 
ABC and wrote the first 
script. Executives at ABC 
thought the pilot departed 
too much from the origi¬ 
nal show’s premise, and de¬ 
manded reshoots, which 
apparently ignited a battle 
over who would pay for all 
this stuff. Combined with 
wrangling over a new sea¬ 
son order of Kelley’s cur¬ 
rent show Boston Legal and 
other staring matches that 
only make sense to people 
in the business, it tran¬ 
spired that Kelley was 
talked into letting go of 
Life On Mars in order to get 
a 13 -episode order of 
Boston Legal that would 
bring the show just over a

syndication — and DVD- 
friendly 100 episodes. In 
essence, Kelley gave up on 
his new baby to make sure 
that he’ll be able to lease a 
new car every year and 
keep the beach house after 
he retires. 

A new group of showrun- 


ners have essentially put 
the show’s future up for 
grabs. A location change, 
from L.A. to New York, has 
already been made, and re¬ 
casting is also likely, while 
the fate of Kelley’s pilot is 
uncertain, though after 
switching coasts, it’s to be 


assumed that most, if not 
all, of the pilot is likely to 
be scrapped. 

“The things we don’t 
know about ABC’s Life on 
Mars could fill more space, 
alas, than this column is 
allowed,” writes the Times’ 
Scott Collins. 

The one thing I know is 
that I only hope the ABC 
version does well enough 
that someone, somewhere, 
can green light DVD box 
sets of the British show for 
release on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

My motives are selfish, I 
know, but I think it’s safe 
to say that it’s been awhile 
since anyone working on 
ABC’s remake was inspired 
by any passion for the proj¬ 
ect.
